
New mayor looks forward to 
a‘fresh start’ for town council 


HONITON’S new mayor Caroline Kolek 
has promised a “fresh start” for the town 
council under her leadership. 

Councillor Kolek said she would steer the coun¬ 
cil in a “new direction”, having won the backing 
of fellow members in last week’s mayoral election. 

A full-time teacher and former parliamentary 
candidate, Councillor Kolek defeated serving 
mayor Peter Halse to become Honiton’s first citi¬ 
zen - only the second woman to fill the post in the 
last ten years. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, she said she wanted 
to move on from the council’s “huge focus” on the 
Beehive, and re-engage with the community. 

“We have been very inward-looking during the 
last year - now is the time to reach out,” she said. 

“There are a whole raft of responsibilities that go 
beyond the Beehive that have been neglected. We 
need to reassure the town that we take all of those 
responsibilities seriously.” 

Among her priorities for the year ahead, the new 
mayor is keen to invest in Honiton’s young people, 
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while improving the town’s open spaces, such as 
Roundball Wood and The Glen. 

She said she is also keen to support local busi¬ 
nesses and the street market, while backing the 
campaign to make Honiton a ‘dementia friendly’ 
town. 

Councillor Kolek takes over at the helm of a re¬ 
freshed council, featuring 11 new faces following 
the local elections earlier this month. 

With Jackie Wadsworth filling the deputy mayor 
position alongside eight other women elected to 
represent the town 


experience,” she said. 

“We are there to represent the community and I 
would like to see councillors engaging more di¬ 
rectly with the community again.” 

Having also stood as the Labour Party’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Tiverton and Honiton in the 
general election, Councillor Kolek stressed that na¬ 
tional politics would not affect her service to the 
people of Honiton. 

“I have always made clear that there is no room 
for party politics at town council level”, she said. 

“The focus for me is for our town to be a healthy, 
enjoyable place to live and work. As a full-time 
teacher, there is going to be a lot of juggling for 
me. But I’m passionate about the community I live

New councillor calls for 


Christmas lights cash 


ONE of Honiton’s new 
town councillors has 
called for more cash to be 
made available for 
Christmas lights this 
year. 

Councillor Ashley Alder, 
a market trader in the 
town, raised the issue at 
a meeting last week, 
urging the council to find 
extra money to fund the 
festive decorations. 

Honiton Chamber of 
Commerce was primarily

a fundraising committee 
was set up to collect do¬ 
nations. 

The town council con¬ 
tributed £1,000 to help 
business leaders provide 
lights in High Street and 
New Street. 

Speaking at the meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Alder said 
there had been a general 
sense of “disappoint¬ 
ment” about the stan¬ 
dard of the lights, 
compared to the displays 


arranged elsewhere in 
East Devon. 

She said: “When you 
look at Ottery St Mary 
and Sidmouth, and the 
way they attracted peo¬ 
ple, Honiton was sadly 
lacking. 

"It’s something that 
can really help generate 
trade for the town.” 

Mayor of Honiton Caro¬ 
line Kolek said the 
matter would be dis¬ 
cussed at a future council 
meeting.

New town mayor offers 
‘another way forward’ 

TONY Woodman is Seaton's new mayor after un¬ 
seating Gaynor Sedgwick - despite calls for con¬ 
tinuity and stability. 

Councillor Peter Burrows nominated councillor 
Woodman, and Councillor Heather Sanham nom¬ 
inated Councillor Sedgwick. 

A nomination was also made for Councillor Bur¬ 
rows, who declined the offer. 

Supporting his candidate, Councillor Burrows 
said: 1 Tony has been a councillor for four years; he 
knows the town, the people and has the time. He 
would make a good ambassador for the town." 


THE malaise that has permeated local govern¬ 
ment in recent times was reflected to a degree 
at district council level with the emergence of 
the East Devon Alliance and 16 seats falling to 
independents at the recent election. 

It has also manifested itself with some shock 
changes at town and parish council level, es¬ 
pecially in Seaton and Honiton where contro¬ 
versy has been rife in recent times. 

There was a sharp intake of breath among the 
journalistic community when we heard that 
one of our former colleagues, straight talking 
Tony Woodman, had been elected Mayor of 
Seaton, beating incumbent Gaynor Sedgwick 
six votes to five. 

Tony, a relative newcomer to local govern¬ 
ment and the publisher of the now defunct 
Seaton Recorder and former Pulman’s Weekly 
News editor, soon acquired the reputation of 
being Seaton Town Council’s rebel councillor, 
never afraid to take on the cosy establishment 


and always speaking his mind. In his early days 
as a councillor he clashed several times with 
Cllr Sedgwick, but laterly they seemed much 
more respectful of each other. 

Cllr Sedgwick had a tough time when she 
clashed with locals over a disabled issue in the 
town but she survived calls for her resignation 
at a town meeting and continued to represent 
the town well as First Citizen. 

When we heard that Tony had been elevated 
to the top job, our first reaction was: “We will 
never be short of a page one splash now!” 

A shock result at Honiton also where 
Labour’s Caroline Kolek unseated the long 
standing councillor Peter Halse, and at Ilmin- 
ster Rose Neave became one of the town’s 
youngest mayors at 29 after eight independ¬ 
ents won seats on the town council. 

No surprises in Axminster, Ottery St Mary, 
Chard and Crewkerne.

AN INDEPENDENT report has recommended that 
inpatient beds and a minor injuries unit should be 
maintained at all of East Devon's community 
hospitals. 

The group of community ‘stakeholders' tasked 
with finding a new way forward for the area's 
local hospital services has sent the message to 
health bosses that both beds and provision for 
minor injuries can be protected. 

In its report, the Wakley Stakeholder Reference 
Group urges NHS chiefs to keep beds and a GP- 
led minor injuries service at all five of its hospitals 
in Ottery St Mary, Axminster, Honiton, Seaton 
and Sidmouth. 

The group, which is made up of local councillors, 
doctors and League of Friends representatives, 
says the services can be maintained as part of an 
"integrated model of care". 

The CCG is due to discuss the recommendations 
tomorrow before reaching a final decision in June.

District council move 
could be delayed 


INDEPENDENT councillors 
have launched a late bid to de¬ 
rail East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s office relocation project. 

A group of 15 newly-elected 
councillors want to suspend the 
sale of Knowle - the council’s 
current headquarters - for six 
months, so the plans can be fur¬ 
ther scrutinised. 

The move threatens to delay 
the relocation to Honiton, which 
is widely regarded as a major 
economic boost for the town. 

All members of the council 
have been called to attend a spe¬ 
cial meeting next week to debate 
the proposal. 

The Independent East Devon 
Alliance group - now the main 
opposition to the Conservatives 
at EDDC - have long opposed 
the relocation away from Sid- 
mouth to new offices in Honiton 
and Exmouth. 

And after winning 10 seats - 
including five in Sidmouth - at 
the elections earlier this month, 
it has taken a little over two 
weeks to force a re-evaluation of 
the council’s most controversial 
project. 

Independent East Devon Al¬ 
liance councillor Cathy Gardner, 
recently elected in Sidmouth, 
said there were still “questions 
to be answered” about the plans. 

She said: “Fundamentally I am 


committed to improving trans¬ 
parency and accountability in 
EDDC and that includes looking 
back at what has been going 
on.” 

Councillors finally signed off 
the plans for relocation in 
March, with the intention to sell 
the land at Knowle and move to 
twin office sites at Honiton’s 
Heathpark estate and the former 
town council premises in Ex¬ 
mouth. 

But the project could be put on 
hold for another six months if 
the independents’ proposal is 
supported at next week’s meet¬ 
ing. 

They say extra time is needed 
to: 

• produce detailed plans 
explaining the impact of 
relocation on staff and 
residents; 

• consult members of the 
public for a further three 
months; 

• examine additional options 
for office refurbishment and 
location; 

• review project costs; 

• consider the impact of recent 
Freedom of Information 
request cases on the project. 

Councillor Paul Diviani, the 
Conservative leader of EDDC, 
said: “This motion is part of the 
democratic process and, as such, 


can happen at any time. It is not 
unusual for a council that is con¬ 
sidering relocating to go through 
this procedure.” 

He added: “While I am mind¬ 
ful of the fact that full council 
debated and approved the coun¬ 
cil’s relocation back in March, 
and that internal and external 
stakeholders gave the proposed 
move a clean bill of health, this 
issue needs to be debated as 
quickly as possible, in order that 
the council can move forward 
and embrace modern working 
practices, which will reduce op¬ 
erating costs and prove an in¬ 
vestment for the future. 

“We have already consulted 
with our staff, but we are happy 
to debate the relocation in fur¬ 
ther detail at the request of coun¬ 
cillors who have been elected on 
this single issue, which was part 
of their manifesto commitment. 
Our ultimate intention is to pro¬ 
vide the best solution for the 
people of East Devon and our 
staff.” 

The Independent East Devon 
Alliance now forms the largest 
opposition group at Knowle, but 
the Conservatives still have a 
majority of 15. 

An extraordinary meeting will 
be held to debate the office relo¬ 
cation on Wednesday (June 3rd) 
at 6.30pm.

Re-elected MP’s pledge to 
carry on where he left off 


HE may have won the election by a landslide, but 
the campaign continues for Tiverton and Honiton 
MP Neil Parish, who has pledged to pick up where 
he left off during the previous parliament. 

After securing more than half of the con¬ 
stituency’s votes on May 7th, the Conservative MP 
has promised to continue working on a series of 
local campaigns over the next five years. 

Fighting to secure superfast broadband for rural 
communities, improvements to the A303/A30, 
and the provision of inpatient beds at the con¬ 
stituency’s community hospitals, will all be high 
on Mr Parish’s list of priorities during the next par¬ 
liament. 

Since strolling to a comfortable election victory 
earlier this month - when he won a whopping 54 
per cent of the vote - Mr Parish has already re¬ 
turned to work, meeting last week with the pres¬ 
ident of the National Farmers’ Union, Meurig 
Raymond. 

Mr Parish said: “I am honoured and delighted to 
have been re-elected to parliament to represent 
the fine constituency of Tiverton and Honiton. 

‘ As MP I fully intend to continue campaigning for 
fast, reliable broadband for all my constituents, an 
upgraded A303/30 and the provision of inpatient 
beds in Devon's community hospitals.” 

Mr Parish was also quick to welcome new figures 
suggesting a significant drop in unemployment 
across the constituency since 2010. 

He said there were now 630 fewer people in 
Tiverton and Honiton claiming Jobseeker's Al¬ 
lowance than at the start of the previous parlia¬ 
ment. 

“It's excellent news that fewer people are relying 
on Jobseeker’s Allowance in Tiverton and Honiton 
- that’s more families here with the stability and 
security of a regular pay packet. 

“This is thanks to the hard work and the deter¬ 


mination of people here, and the Conservatives’ 
strong leadership and clear economic plan, which 
is committed to building a Britain that offers 
working people security at every stage of their 
life."

ANIMAL awareness road¬ 
shows in Sidmouth, Axmin¬ 
ster, Seaton and Exmouth 
proved popular, successful 
and educational. 

The events were organised by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) to 
raise awareness of animal-related 
health issues such as dog fouling 
and seagulls, as well as to provide 
free general health advice for pets. 

Organisers brought in different 
pets ranging from dogs and cats to 
a guinea pig and an owl. Pet owners 
were able to get a free health check 
for their animal and guidance on 
care from a number of top animal 
welfare and care professionals, in¬ 
cluding the RSPCA, Cats Protec¬ 
tion, Coombefield Veterinary 
Hospital, Dogs Trust, The Cinna¬ 
mon Trust, Mutts Butts, Dogs’ Day 
Out, Tiggywinkles and EDDC’s 
own dog wardens. 

Free microchipping was carried 
out by the dog wardens, using 
equipment donated by Dogs Trust. 
The RSPCA and Cats Protection 
provided one-to-one advisory con¬ 
sultations, which proved extremely 
popular, while Dogs’ Day Out was 
able to discuss behavioural prob¬ 
lems and carry out free doggy 
grooming makeovers. 

NBC Bird & Pest Solutions dis¬ 
played birds of prey, including a 
barn owl, which are currently used

to deter seagulls on the seafronts in 
Sidmouth and Seaton. They high¬ 
lighted how important it is for mem¬ 
bers of the public not to feed 
seagulls as this encourages the birds 
to congregate and become aggres¬ 
sive. 

As well as providing guidance on 
pest control, EDDC’s Housing and 
Environmental Health teams, cre¬ 
ated a “horror kitchen” at each 
venue, containing 18 typical domes¬ 
tic health hazards, which people had 
to find. 

The council would like to thank 
Coombefield, Mole Avon, Tesco, 
Kings Garden & Leisure, Mutts 
Butts, Cats Protection and Otter 
Nurseries who gave generous prize 
donations to a free raffle. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: 
“These roadshows are the culmina¬ 
tion of a great deal of hard work and 
preparation, and we would like to 
say a big thank you to all the hous¬ 
ing tenants, EDDC officers, profes¬ 
sionals, organisations and 
businesses who worked tirelessly to 
ensure their success. 

“The events were intended to be 
not just educational, but also fun, 
because people learn more if they 
are enjoying themselves. 

“Animal welfare is something we 


take very seriously indeed and we hope that our 
roadshows have helped highlight the importance 
of taking proper care of our pets. 

“We also hope that the birds of prey will high¬ 
light the importance of the ongoing work that is 
being carried out, and that it will encourage vis¬ 
itors and residents alike to think about how they 
dispose of food waste, which attracts seagulls.”

After topping the polls - by 
just six votes - staff and volun¬ 
teers are now set to welcome Mr 
Jerram to Honiton in the au¬ 
tumn. 

He will visit the gallery to lead 
a new installation for the ‘Muse¬ 
ums At Night’ festival, taking 
place on October 30th and 31st. 

Angela Blackwell, curator at 
the Thelma Hulbert Gallery, 
said: “This is so exciting for the 
gallery and will give us a great 
opportunity to bring such a pres¬ 
tigious event to Devon. 

“We were overwhelmed by the 
response to our call-out for votes 
and would like to thank every¬ 
one who voted.” 

Mr Jerram’s unique installa¬ 
tion involves placing 1,000 
clocks at various places through¬ 
out the gallery. 

Donated by visitors, local busi¬ 
nesses, community groups or 
schools, the ‘timepieces’ will 
transform the inside of the 
gallery, with further plans to 
project a huge clock face onto 
the side of the 200-year-old 
Georgian building. 

Internationally renowned for 
his ambitious installations, Mr 
Jerram’s work is exhibited 
around the world, with pieces 
featured at the Metropolitan Mu¬ 
seum of Art in New York. 


Turk’s Head roundabout 
work could start in autumn 


CONSTRUCTION work on a new roundabout at 
the Turk's Head junction could begin this autumn, 
if the plans are approved by highways chiefs. 

Devon County Council says it has commis¬ 
sioned groundwork to be carried out at the busy 
junction, with a view to presenting detailed de¬ 
signs to the public at some point this summer. 

Local planners have called for action at the junc¬ 
tion, where a series of major developments have 
been built or are under construction. 

Many have expressed concern that the extra 
traffic around the Aldi supermarket and new Pre¬ 
mier Inn hotel will lead to gridlock at one of the 
main gateways into Honiton. 

But now critics of the road layout have been 
given a clear indication that improvements are in 
the pipeline, after a council spokesman confirmed 
initial investigation work is underway. 

“Devon County Council has acquired an area of 
land to construct a roundabout and has commis¬ 
sioned ground investigation work to be carried 
out around the junction," said the spokesman. 

“A detailed design is being prepared and a public 
consultation about the scheme will be held later 


this summer. 

“If the scheme receives approval from the East 
Devon Highways and Traffic Orders Committee, 
construction could start this autumn." 

Calls for a roundabout at the junction were re¬ 
newed last spring, when planning applications for 
the Premier Inn hotel and a 300-home develop¬ 
ment on land near Hayne Lane were given the go- 
ahead. 

It has since been confirmed that East Devon 
District Council will also move into new premises 
on the Heathpark estate in 2017, as the western 
end of the town becomes increasingly congested. 

Councillor Mike Allen, one of three Conservative 
district councillors re-elected to serve the Honi¬ 
ton St Michael's ward earlier this month, said urg¬ 
ing highways chiefs to ensure a resolution to the 
situation was a key priority for the new council. 

“We have asked them to put in a roundabout 
and that's what we are working towards," he said. 

“For several years it has been crystal clear that 
the junction needs attention. It's a very busy area 
and pedestrians need to be able to cross the road 
safely."

Dunkeswell airfield heritage 
centre opens 


THE South West Airfields Heritage 
Trust is to open its new visitor centre in 
Dunkeswell this weekend, as part of ef¬ 
forts to create a ‘heritage trail’ across 
the Blackdown Hills. 

The trust's Second World War Nissen hut, 
which previously served as a storage facility 
and meeting room, has now been transformed 
into a visitor attraction, with a range of archive 
material, artefacts and equipment on display. 

The hut, which was used during the war as an 
administration office serving the airfield's 
maintenance site, was converted into a cafe in 
the 1970s, before being taken over by the trust 
around 20 years ago. 

Having completed the transformation, those

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behind the project are inviting visitors inside 
for the first time. 

A special opening event, taking place on Sat¬ 
urday (May 30th), will also incorporate an ex¬ 
hibition commemorating the formation of the 
Home Guard 75 years ago. 

A number of experts are attending the event 
to deliver talks - the first at 11am and another 
at 2pm - while the centre will also be open for 
visitors to view the huge collection of memo¬ 
rabilia on show.

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Graceless to describe Save our

This is a complete misrepresentation of the facts. 
The East Devon Alliance contested council seats 
across the whole of East Devon, and indeed in the 
reader’s own end of the district came within a 
whisker in Seaton, Axminster, Colyton and Honi- 
ton. She can be assured that none of the people 
concerned are stepping away now, far from it. 

After our AGM in June (held, she may be inter¬ 
ested to hear, not in Sidmouth but in Colyton) 
plans will be announced to extend our support for 
independent campaigners, continuing as before 
from Exmouth to Axmouth.

Drivers not aware of impending 
changes to scrapping of driving 
licence counterpart in June 


THE Institute of Advanced Motorists (IAM) is warning peo¬ 
ple to be aware of the changes that will take effect in just 
over two weeks’ time as the paper counterpart for the driving 
licence is scrapped. 

As was the case with the abolition of the paper tax disc 
last October, the IAM fear many people are still confused or 
unaware of the implications of the scrapping of the paper 
counterpart on 8 June. 

The counterpart was introduced alongside the photo card 
driving licence in 1998 to include details that could not be 
included on the card itself, such as any endorsements and 
which category of vehicles you are entitled to drive. 

However this information will now be stored electroni¬ 
cally and not be shown on any written documentation you 
will have. These details can be only be obtained via the 
DVLA driver record system, and be checked online (refer¬ 
ence 1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counterpart, or an old-style paper 
driving licence cannot be relied upon to carry correct or-up- 
to-date information about endorsements or categories of ve¬ 
hicle someone can drive. 

The counterpart will carry no legal status, and the DVLA 
recommends you destroy it after 8 June. 

What is also changing is the procedure if you have to sur¬ 


render your driving licence to a court in the event of an en¬ 
dorsement. The court will take your photocard and if you in¬ 
clude the paper counterpart with your submission, the 
photocard will be returned to you but the counterpart will 
not. 

You will be expected to pay your fine in the normal way 
however. 

Another change is how to provide proof of your driving 
record xto an employer or car hire firm, as your photocard 
or paper licence will not be enough in itself any more. 

You will need to access the DVLA’s Share Driving Li¬ 
cence service, which as of Tuesday (19 May) is now up and 
running (reference 1 again). 

You will be expected to access the details yourself and 
print those off for submission to a car hire firm or employer. 
Or you can call the DVLA and give a third party permission 
to check your driving record verbally. 

If you are hiring a vehicle, it is important to check with 
the car hire firm beforehand what information they need. 
Other than downloading the information as detailed above, 
you can also obtain a special code from www.gov.uk which 
allows the hire firm access to your record for 72 hours to 
make the necessary checks. This applies to both holders of 
photocard and paper licences.

THE ‘ultra’ badge which already marks out 
the model offering the most exceptional econ¬ 
omy and the most scrupulously controlled 
emissions in five Audi ranges has now 
reached the A3 compact hatchback. The new 
A3 and A3 Sportback 1.6 TDI ultra models 
combine 83mpg capability with emissions of 
just 89g/km, and form part of an expanded 
2016 Model Year A3 line-up that also brings 
quattro all-wheel-drive within even easier 
reach of prospective owners. All are available 
to order now and are expected to reach UK 
customers in August. 

With optimised aerodynamics and advanced 
lightweight construction that has helped it to 
tip the scales up to 80kg lighter than its pred¬ 
ecessor the A3 provides the perfect founda¬ 
tion for an ultra model. To create the A3 1.6 
TDI ultra, the final drive ratio in the standard 
six-speed manual transmission working with 
the EU6-compliant 1.6 TDI engine has been 
modified, lowered sports suspension has been 
incorporated and special tyres have min¬ 
imised rolling resistance. 

Whether in three-door or five-door Sport- 
back form the new HOPS variant, equipped 
exclusively with six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion, is capable of covering up to 83.1mpg ac¬ 
cording to the combined cycle test, equating 
to C02 output of just 89g/km.

For business users the benefits of even fur¬ 
ther reduced emissions are reflected in nil rate 
Vehicle Excise Duty and a drop in BIK band 
from 17 per cent to 16 per cent, contributing 
to an annual liability for a 40 per cent tax 
payer of £1,331.84, or just over £110 per 
month. 

The remarkably frugal new engine is avail¬ 
able in conjunction with SE and SE Technik 
specification levels incorporating specific ad¬ 
justments which help to maximise its poten¬ 
tial. When the ultra engine is present both 
options include 16-inch alloy wheels in spe¬ 
cific designs, combined with low rolling re¬ 
sistance tyres, and both feature lowered sports 
suspension to minimise drag. They also share 
air conditioning, the acclaimed MMI radio 
with its slim, electrically folding screen, the 


Audi Music Interface, a Driver Information 
System, the Bluetooth mobile phone interface 
and a multi-function steering wheel. 

SE Technik models add SD card-based 
satellite navigation over and above the SE 
version’s standard navigation preparation, 
and also gain rear acoustic parking sensors, 
cruise control and a colour screen for the 
Driver Information System. 

These well stocked equipment lists don’t 
have to be the limit for A3 TDI ultra owners. 
They can also add features such as xenon or 
LED headlights, Milano leather upholstery 
and a technology package incorporating hard 
disk-based MMI navigation plus, MMI touch 
for data entry using fingertip ‘writing’ and 
Audi connect bringing numerous internet- 
based services to the car. 

Drivers looking to add increased all- 
weather composure to the formula can also 
now choose a 1.6 TDI quattro version of the 
A3 Saloon or the five-door A3 Sportback. 
The former combines the rapid-acting multi¬ 
plate clutch-based all-wheel-drive system 
with six-speed manual transmission and Sport 
specification, and the latter with either SE or 
Sport options. Sport specification adds fea¬ 
tures such as 17-inch alloy wheels, sports sus¬ 
pension, sports seats with Rallye cloth 
upholstery, dual-zone electronic climate con¬ 


trol and the Audi drive select adaptive dynam¬ 
ics system. 

The most accessible route to quattro drive 
in the Audi range so far strikes an effective 
balance between running cost-focused econ¬ 
omy and all-weather driveability. The three- 
door A3 Sportback 1.6 TDI quattro can reach 
62mph from rest in 11.2 seconds, continue to 
120mph and return up to 60.1mpg according 
to the combined cycle test, corresponding to 
C02 output of 127g/km (with 16-inch wheel). 

The popular 2.0-litre TDI 150PS engine 
which sits on the rung above the enhanced 
1.6-litre unit in the TDI line-up is also newly 
available with quattro drive as part of the 
2016 Model Year changes, joining the 2.0- 
litre TDI 184PS version in offering front- 
wheel-drive or all-wheel-drive options. 

All body styles are available with this new 
combination, and it can be paired with either 
Sport or S line specification. In three-door 
form the new A3 2.0 TDI quattro with 150PS 
and six-speed manual transmission can accel¬ 
erate to 62mph in 8.2 seconds and reach a top 
speed of 133mph.
